Chattanooga, Tenn., August 10.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The labor unionists of the city 
and suburbs have gon@ into the fight 
with the electric street failway company 
on account of its lockdut of the union 
motormen and are making it warm for 
that corporation. 

Four additional motortiten left the com- 
pany today and joined the union, making, 
according to the union leaders, thirty-two 
men who are locked out. 

The trades unionists today employed 
large transfer wagons and _ dispatched 
them to such of the suburbs as are not

TWO HUNDRED PEOPLE DROWN. 


Hurricans Strikes Ponce, Causing 
Heavy Loss of Life. 

Ponce, August 10.—A hurricane struck 
here at 8 o'clock Tuesday morning and 
lasted until 3 p.m. The rivers overflow- 
ed, flooding the town. It is estimated 
that 200 persons were drowned, The town 
and port are total wrecks. It is believed 
the damage done will amount to over 
$500, 000.

Wrangell, Alaska, August 6, via Seattle, 
Wash., August 10.—The steamer Strath- 
cona arrived here today with thirty sur- 
vivors of the Edmonton trail. They are 
all from northern and northwestern cities. 

These men came in with the pack train 
sent out from Telegraph Creek and Lake- 
ton by the various trading companies last 
spring. 

The unfortunates tell heartrending sto- 
ries of hardships endured, comrades iost 
and abandoned and strongly denounce the 
trading and transportation companies as 
well as the Canadian officials and news- 
papers that so profusely advertised this 
route as a feasible one to the Klondike 
gold flelds. The outward appearances of 
these men certainly give evidence of the

Edmonton, eighteen months ago. Most 
of them are sickly looking, with unkempt

and financial wrecks. 
are gray and bear marks of scurvy. 

A few have just enough money to reach 
Seattle or Victoria, but the majority are 
without funds. The citizens of Wrangel 
have applied to the United States govern- 
ment at Washington, but up to this date 
no aid has been received. There are about 
twenty-five destitute miners here. Many 
have had narrow escapes from starvation 
along the trail from Fort Simpson to 
Mud river and Fort Laird.

PENSION ROLL DECREASING. | 


Commissioner Evans Shows Dis- 
bursements for the Year. 
Washington, August 10.—The report of 
Commissioner of Pensions Evans for the 
fiscal year ended June 30th, last,. shows 
a total disbursement of $138,253,923, leav- 
ing a balance of $1,857,188 in the treas- 
ury out of the $140,000,000 appr ypriated. 
The total number of pensioners on the 


roll June 30th was 991,019, a decrease of 


2,195. There were 40,991 names added to 
the roll and 43,186 dropped. 

The report shows the pension roll js de- 
creasing. Of those dropped 34,340, were 
because of death and 38,§1 because of 
re-marriage, minors attaining their ma- 
jority, failure to claim pension and other 
causes. 

The war with Spain brought a total of 
16,986 claims, of which number but 295 


have been allowed.

When Commodore Jones set sail for 
English waters in the Bonhomime Rich- 
atid on the cruise that was to bring him 
into battle with the Serapis, ‘he had with 
him the = fe llowing vessels; Alliance, 
thirty-six; Pallas, thirty; Cerf, eighteen; 
Vengeance, twelve, and two French pri- 
vateers. The Bonhemme Richard was an 
ancient Indiaman, with high poop.

Judge Lumpkin is at Mt. Airy at pres- 
ent on ‘his summer vacation, 
while there he has been considering the 
motion for a new trial of the case. His 
decision was signed Monday and received 
in the city yesterday. 

Not only was the decision 
but an interesting opinion concerning 
the matter was also handed down at 
the same time. In this opinion Judge 
Lumpkin revicws some parts of the case 
and says that, in his estimation, it is one 
of the most interesting cases in the his- 
tory of the county. 

He refers to Hon. Marshall J. Clarke 
and Hon. N. J. Hammond, both of whom 
were connected with the case as attor- 
nevs and died during the time it was in 
court, and pays a high tribute to the 
memory of the two dead barristers.

Judge Lumpkin’s Opinion. 

The opinion of Judge Lumpkin in con- 
rection with the case, and which is an 
unusually interesting document, ‘s as fol- 
lows: 

Before proceeding to a decision of 
the motion for a new trial in this 
case, | trust I may be pardoned for 
momentarily turning asice from the 
strict course of a decision to note the 
sad occurrence of the death of two of 
the attorneys ergeged in the case, 
during its pending.

He who wore the ermine without a 
blot, and who, after retiring from 
the bench, carried to the bar the same 
high sense of rectitude and the same

Since the trial Hon. N. J. Hammond 
has also left us. Wis plume, :e: gal- 
lant and stainless as that of Henry 
of Navarre, led many a glorious legal 
fight. Splendid lawyer, superb gentel- 
man, upright citizen, we mourn him 
Still most deeply. 

I would not be led away to speak 
of things not pertinent, but I cannot 
forbear to say that, though the law- 
yers still in the case have continued 
the conduct of it on both sides with 
signal ability, I can scarcely reconcile 
myself to the belief that those two 
have gone out forever. 

The only word which will fitly 
characterize the case, is vast. It is 
vast in the magnitude of the interests 
involved, vast in the time required for 
its trial, and vast in the record which 
is required to contain it. It consumed 
about one month in the trial, dur- 
ing which scarcely an hour passed 
without a large skirmish or battle 
royal between able attorneys. 


Great Record of Evidence. 

The record of evidence makes a4 
book almost as large as an unabridged 
Gictionary. In the progress of the 
trial the number of rulings made by 
the court must have mounted 1g» into 
the hundreds. The motion for a new 
trial contains forty grounds covering 
forty-five typewritten pages. 

In such a ease, having to decide 
many complex questions immediately 
vpon presentation, 1t would be little 
short of miraculous if astute lawyers, 
after miscroscopic examination and 
diligent preparation, extending 
through about eight months since

If he has passed without serious er- 
ror, material enough to require a new 
trial, he has done well, I submit. Of 
course if there is a material error, a 
new trgfal should be granted, rggard- 
less of time, trouble oer other consider- 
ations. But otherwise not. 


Has Considered All Grounds. 

I cannot go over in detail the various 
grovnds of complaint; but I shall only 
mention briefly a few in a general 
way. although I have considered each 
and ag of them. 

As to the grounds which complain of 
the admission or rejection of evidence, 
1 see no error in them. 

Another class of grounds refers to 
charges of the court. Reading the 
charge as a whole, I think it fairly 
submitted the case to the jury. if 
there were any errors at all, or any 
mere verbal inaccuracies, they are not, 
in my opinion, of sufficient importance 
to require a new trial. 

Another class of grounds refers to 
requests to charge which were refused. 
In an important and contested case, 
it is well Known that able and zealous 
counsel often prepare many’ requests. 
Several of these sometimes cover prac- 
tically the same point, but with vary- 
ing modes of expression, couched in 
language of varying force and 
strength. To give one of these would 
be to unduly emphasize and to re- 
iterate the position of one side, and 
consequently to err against the other. 

The judge can only at best tive 
some of them and expect to have ex- 
ceptions made that he did not givo 
each. AJl those who ‘have presided ina 
hotly contested case will know too the 
difficulty which a judge experiences 
from having a large number of re- 
quests handed to him, some of them 
almost at the opening of the charge. 
He sometimes scarcely has time 49 
read all of them, much less to caf>- 
fully consider, digest and perhaps cor- 
rect them. 

If it be suggested that he might 
take a recess or stop the case, to give 
due consideration to them, it may be 
readily seen that there is no guaranty, 
when he returns to the bench, in the 
delusive hope that he has his charge 
ready, he may not be met with another 
batcn. For diligent attorneys are 
very apt to utilize the recess to 
strengthen their position. 


Attorneys Not Always Accurate. 

To undertake ‘hastily to work into 
a charge already formulated a lot of 
requests, some crossing and recrossing 
each other, or the charge already pre- 
pared, is often more apt to produce 
error than to avoid it. Sometimes 
even the attorneys in a case, in the 
pressure, do not say accurately what 
they wish. 

I need not go beyond this motion 
for new trial, or state anything except 
what appears on the record to give an 
example. In ground thirty-five is em- 
bodied a request to charge, in the 
course of which is this expression 
‘and that as Mrs. Thurman was not a 
party to any contract or dealing with 
Mrs. Thurman,’ etc. (This is a cor- 
fect copy of the original request.) 
Now it needs no argument to show 
that the very able attorney who wrote 
that did not mean it. But suppose 
the court thad said it thus.

Four Cases Made by City Detectives 
Yesterday Morning.

Assistant City Attorney Pendleton is 
out of the city, and it is probable that 
poolroom cases will not be tried in the 
police court until he returns.

Newport News, Va., August 10.—The 
yellow fever epidemic is practically at 
an end, © quarantine estab:@ hed by 
this city against Hampton and vicinity 
was raised tonight, following a confer- 
ence between the health boards 6° New- 
port News, Richmond, Norfolk and 
Hampton, with the State board of health 
and the representatives of the marine 
hospital service. The local quarantine 
against Norfolk remains in force, but it 
will be raised Saturday evening. The 
record of the scourge to this date shows 
& total of forty-three cases, of which 
eleven resulted fatally. Twelve cases 
were discharged as cured, and twenty 
convalescents remain in the hospital at 
the soldiers’ home. 

An interesting episode of the dread 
malady was the uprising of the business 
men of this city Agalust Norfolk, because 
of the quarantine of that city against 
Newport News, which was regarded as 
premature and unnecessary. The action 
of the Norfolk health authorities was de- 
nounced at a public meeting and the ma- 
jority of the business men pledged them- 
selves to transfer thelr patronage to 
Richmond providing the Chesapeake and 
Ohlo railrvuad would grant satisfactory 
rates.

TOBACCO INSTEAD OF COTTON. 


South Carolina Farmers Pleased with 
the Experiment. 


Columbia, S. C., August 10.—(Special.)— 
The South Carolina farmer is slow to 
give up his allegiance to king cotton, but 
the returns in late years have shaken his 
faith, and a change is steadily being 
made. There has been nothing revolu- 
tionary in the supplanting of cotton in 
half a dozen counties in the rich Pee Dee 


The first experiments 
were made by one or two men in Darling- 
ton county five or six years ago They 
ayecessful. The farmers in each 
county have expe rimented, and enly when 
eertain of success have they gone into 
poteer as their money crop. This year 
it is planted exte nsively in six large coun- 
while in others experimental farms 
cultivated. There are thousands of 
tobacco barns dotting the country, while 
in eight or ten towns large warehouses 
have been built. At these warehouses 
sales have been in progress for two 
weeks, but the big ‘“‘breaks’’ took place 
this week, when several million’ pounds 
of the v@cd were sold to buyers from all 
over the country. 

Since the industry was begun in 
state each year’s product has more than 
doubled the last, and the grade of leaf 
has improved. This season from 15, 000,000 
to 20,000,000 pounds will be sold in these 
warchouses. The prices far have 
ruled from 4 cents to 2 cents, and the 
tobaceo planter is the happiest farmer 
in the state. 

The impetus to wheat growing has been 
more sudden and marked than that of 
tobacco culture. Last fall a large acre- 
age was planted in wheat, and while the 
oat crop failed, the yleld of wheat was 
excellent. The former dificuity of get- 
ting wheat to milis has been obviated by 
the building of about twenty roller mills 
this spring. They have improved machin- 
ery and have been grinding on full time. 
Because of a prejudice against the flour 
occasion ed by re- 
ports of its adulteration, the home-made 
article sells 20 cents a barrel above mar- 
ket quotations, and there is demand fer
